The Transcontinental Line Looks Like
8 Go — The Buok Oreek

Route Surveyed.
The Latest Developments in the Oase, and
the Pilans for Entering the Clty—

The Limestons street Vin-
duct and Depot.

Some three months ago the RerFvBLIC
published, exclusively, Information regard-
Ing the pisn of the O, 1. & W. and Erie
(N.Y.P. & 0.) rallway companies, for
jolning In an effort to obtain an euntrance
into the clty up the banks of Buck creek.
The statemeat published at that time was
basad on information obtained from a rail-
road officlal. Since that time negotiations
have been going on between the two eom-
panies and other Interested parties, and
have 80 far progressed as o almost justify
the publieation of the statement that the
scheme Is & go.

The plan at that thme was o join the
fates of the tworvads mentioned, thus giv-
Ingthe O, I. & W, people additional facil-
Ities In this city and &n eastern outlet,
whilethe Erle (N. Y. P. & 0.) people get
into the city and have a western outlet
Since that time, however, the Sante Fe
road bas juined the deal and the plan now
Is to form a trans-continental line by com-
biuing these three links under one manage-
ment. It ls understood that the arrange
ments as far as the Sants Fe people are
concerned are agreed upon, and Mr, Corbin,
representing the O. L & W, Is now In
Europe, negotfating with the Eaglish
stockhoiders of lhe Erie (N. Y. P. &0.)
system, looking to the closing of the
agroement.

The mattsr has go far progressed that the
officers of the O. L. & W. company re-
guested Mr. George H. Frey, of the tax
ecommission, to use his lnfluence with
that board and the eity to duelay
all erxeept necessary repains and lmprove-
menta on the Limestone street beldes until
these plans were determined upon. So on
this statement the levylng of 6-10 of a mill
for bridge purposes, askeda for by the city
councll, was cut down to 2-10 of a mill by
the tax commission.

‘The survey has been made and the right
of way obtalned through the city up the
vorth bapk of Buck ereek. The survey
contemplates the crossing of the creek be-
low the Plum stroet bridge, thence up the
north bank, which will necessitate the
malalng of the north approach to the bridge,
perhaps, about four feet, in oder that the
road may have a clear passage under.
The Factory and Market streets bridges
will remain  undisturbed, the grade
being sufficiently high to allow the
the raliroad tracks to pass under. At the
Limestone street crossing is where the
great Improvement cowes in, and it was at
this paint that the city was ssked to defer
| any expensive repairs. At that point the
plans contewplate the raising of the grade
at the north end of the bridge about four
feet, which will give that hill & muclf more
desirable slope, and the construction of &
viaduct the fuil width of the street and
high above the rallroad tracks. This via-
duct will be after the plan of the famous
Cleveland viaduet, only, of course, on n
much smaller scale In its proportions. The
plans for this lwmprovement bave already
been prepared.

The idea Is, as has been before stated in
the Bepurnrio, to locats the depot betwesn
Market and Limestone streets, and the
freight depots and yards further east, where
ground s plenty and avaliabie.

This enterprise has passed the point of
were talk and speculation, and seems now
to be in & falr way of being carried out, It
will be of incalecuable benedit to the city in
many ways, and makes the belt rallway
project all the more a thing of the near
future,
